Andlaſtly, which you ſeeme moſt deſi- 
ous to be informed of, what Interpretation hce 
giucthvnto his Maieſtie of ſundry his opinions 
and propoſitions in his Writings that contradi& 
many of the Tenets of the Church of Rome, and 
of thoſe ſharpe aſpertions layd vpon the Church 
of Rome, asraxing the Tenet of that Church for 
Schiſmaticall and Hereticall in ſome particulars, 
and the gonernmentthereof as Antichriſtian 2nd 
Tyrannicall. 


To giue youtherefore ſatisfaRion in the par- 
ticulars, vou ſhall vnderſtand, that ſomerime be- 
fore this flame broke forth, it was not vnknowne 
vnto his Maieſtic that ſuch a thing was ſpoken of 
abroad, Inſfomuch that vpon Twelueth day laſt, 
(which was the laſt day that his Maicſtie ſaw that 
Arch-biſhop) hce once had it in his thoughtsro 
haue tald him of two or three aduertiſments late. 
ly come to him thereof, and to haue enquired 
from whatgroundſuch a conceit might growe ; 
but his Maicſt:es great opinion of the Archbi- 
ſhops honeſtie and integritie prevailed ſo much 
with him, 15 ratherro negleR thoſe Informations, 
then ro giue the Archbilhop cauſe to thinke, that 
he miſſ/oubred him, But withia a tewe dayes at- 
ter, his Maieſtie recciuing a Letter from the Arche 


biſhop, datcd the 16. of 1annary, in which he dile 
B z | couered 
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couered his reſolution togoe hence, and asked his 
Maieſtics leaue thereto; more ſeriouſly ap. 
prechended the former aduertiſements, and with 

reat Indignation read that Letter, Calling to 
bim the Biſhop of London, my ſclfe, and the 
Deane of Wincheſter (we then attending him) 
to the reading thereof: commanding vs to repaire 
vato the Archbiſhop, and direfting vs to'expoſtu- 
late this matter with him, and to require ſatisfa- 
ion of him in ſundry particulars : which Con. 
ference and Expoſtulationof ours with him hath 
produced ſundry other paſſages which I will faith. 
tully ſer downe,as they hauc bene tranſated from 
the 21 of January tothisday ; that you may read 
them, and out of them truely informe your ſelfe 
of his Maicſtics great and immoucable integritie 
in point of Religion, and the cleareneſle of his 
Honor ; thatthere ncuer hath paſſed from his Ma- 
ieſtic, by Word, Deed, or Writing, or hath ſo 
much as falne from him at any time one fillableto 
the Archbiſhop outof which any the leaſt occa- 
ſion of theſe conceits mightariſe. And that you 
may likewiſe ſce and tudge what the Archbiſhop 
is, and how vnworthy hc ſheweth himſclfe of the 
favours he hath here recciued, how vaſte a ſcope 
he taketh to himſelfe in point of Conſcienee, and 
how farrehe would now ſceme ro be from that 
which he was, or made ſhew of at his firſt com- 
ming hither ; And ſo ſhall you haue a true infor- 
mationvfallthe particulers which you propoun- 
ded,

King of Great B&1TA1NE, &c, De- 
tender of the Faith, &c. AM. Anthony de 
Dominis, Archbiſhop of Spalata 
wiſheth all happineſs. 


Hoſe two Popes which were moſt diſpleaſed at 

| my leaning of Italy aud comming into Eng- 
land, Paulus Quintus, awd he which now liuerb 
Gregory the fifteenth, haze both laboured 1ocallme 
back from hence, and wſed diners meſſages for that 
purpoſe;\ts which notwithflanding 1 gaue no heed. 
But now of late, when this ſame Pope (being certified 
of my z.eale in aduancing and furthering the union of 
all Chriftian Churches) did heereupon take new care 
and indeauor to innite me azaine vnto him, and fignt- 
fied withall, that he did ſeeke nothing therein but 


Gods glory, aud towſe my poore helpe alſs ro wor ke the 


inward peace and tranquillity ef this your Maieſlics 
Kingdome . Mine owne conſcience told me, that it be« 
/ oued me to gine ready eare vnto his — 
Feſides all this, the diſeaſes and inconveniences of old 
ere growing vpon me, and the ſharpenes of the cold 
«re of this Countrey, and the great want (1 feele bere

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amone ſt Strangers) of ſore Friends and K in;ſolkes, 
which might take more diligent and exatt care of me, 
make my longer ſtay in this Climate very offenſine to

Y yeare aboue written, according 
to the Kings Maieſtics direQtions, the Bi- 
ſhops of Londen and Darham, and the Deane 
of Wincheſter, went vnto the —_ of Spa- 
lata, and acquainted him how that the Kings 
Maicſtie vpon occaſionof a Letter written vnto 
him, by the ſaid Archbiſhop, had ſent them to 
inquire of ſome particulars mentioned in rhe ſaid 
Letter, which ſeemed very ſtrange vato his Ma- 
w—_ and wherein hee deſired by hi to bee 1a- 


I. Firſt, that the ſaid Archbiſhop, as it did ap- 
peare by his Letter, ſhould hold intelligence with 
the Popes, Panlus quintus and Gregorms decimns 
quintss, and neverſo much as makethe leaſt tg: 
nification thereof vnto his Maieſtic, whereas at 
the ſame time he imparted diligently all Lett: 1s 
that came vnto him fiom P. Paulo, and F. Ful- 
gertio, and his other Friends in thole parts, 

To this his auſwere was, that he nener ha ! a» 
ny Letter or Meflage immediatly trom any of tl c 

{aid

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ſaid Popes themſclues ; but onely aduertiſements 
of their diſpoſition for his returne by ſome of his 
owne friends, who becauſe of their well wiſhing 
vnto him,andtheir owne hard vſage by the State 
where they lived, in regard of his abſenting of 
himſclfe, did by all meanes indeauour his re- 
rurne againe, 

IT. Being asked,what becameof thoſe Letters 
of his friends;and being told,that they might give 
good ſatisfaRion if they were ſeene, 

Heeanſwered, Hee neuer gaue any hced vnto 
them,& ſo no ſooner receiued them, but ſtil burnt 
them, fearing, leſt being imparted,either vnto his 
Maieſtic,or any others, they might make him vn- 
dergoe the ſameſuſpition , which that fugitiue 
knaue Askarnins did,who fained Letters from Car. 
dinall Borges , counterfeiting his Sealc, all to 
make himſelfe the more thoughr of Mere, and re- 
cciue the morc ample conditions,and large enter. 
taincment, 

I1I. Being told,that the qualitic of the perſons 
was cucry way farre different,and that the great 
eltimation and account that his Maieſtie and all 
heere made of him,mighr cafily free him from a- 
ny ſuch ſuſpition. 

He anſwered, that albcit it was true,that hehad 
great reſpec ſhewed him, and the perſons were 
different, yet he feared the like ſuſpition, becauſe 
the things might ſeeme to be the ſame. 

['V. Being asked what that new care and in- 
deauour, ot his inuitation by this preſent Pope, 
(mentioned in his Letters ) was, and by what 
meanes 
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wiſe then as before , by aduertiſements from his 
friends : But that now he was more apt to beleeue 
the ſame, becauſe it did (as he was certified) be. 

into be publiquely talked of there at Yenice : 

nd he doubted nor, but that it was alſo knowne 
heere in London, that he was toreturne; and for 
that purpoſe he was now aſſured ofhis Friends, 
that ſhortly he ſhould receiue a Breve from the 
Pope himſclfe. 

V. Beingasked, how he did come ro conceiue 
that his indeauours with the Pope could any way 
tend to the procuring of the internall peace and 
tranquillitic of this his Maieſties Kingdome, as 
a 9 ERIE Maicſtic ſeemeth to pro- 
He anſwered, that he hoped to be a meanes to 

wade the Pope, to deale with all the Papiſts 
> CITY of Allegeance to his Ma- 

ic. 
VT. Being told thar that would be too hard a 
taske for him to vndertake, ſeeing Preſton, Greene, 
and other Romiſh Prieſts were proſecuted, onely 
forallowing of thar oath, albeit inall other points 
they ſtand ftirme in their Romiſh Religion: And 
that the raking of the oath would notbe ſufficient 
for the — internall peace, and mutuall loue 
amongſt his Maieſties Subieas, ſeeing the Papiſts 
did accompet them as Heretiques : And therefore 
in all places where they had greater power, did 
C proſecute 


meznesthe Popes mind was made knowne vnto 


He anſwered, that it was no other, norno other. 


proſecute thoſcof our Religion, as heereto 
they had done here, and at this day in France, 
And that ſo long as they did (o account of vs, 
there wasno hope, that they would bee broughe 
to come vnto-our Churches , to partake wirh vs 
in prayer, preaching,and holy Sacraments : And 

* thatthere was no hope, that the Pope & Church 
of Rome would acknowledge andrenounce their 
errours, That hee might well remember in rea- 
ding the Story lately ſer foorth. of the Councell 
of Trent, Carolus quintws, a wile and porent Em- 
perour,had attempted by all meanes, to ger them 
tayeeld in ſome poynrs of Reformation, but 
could not any way preuaile, 

His anſwer was, Thatthere were twelve houres 
of the day,and thar he would leaue the good ſuc- 
ceſſe of the matter vnro God, 

V II. Being asked,if he had any greater hopes 
of this preſent Popes inclination vnro peace and 
vnioo, then hath beene in ſome former Po 
one eſpecially,cuen during the time of the Coun» 
cell of Trent, who notwithſtanding were ouer- 
ruled by theprevalentFaRion. 2 

Hee anſwered, That he hoped that there might * 
bee ſomewhat remirred of the rigour on both ' 
ſides; And that the Pope might bee brought to . 
yeeld in ſome things; That in the fundamentall 
pr both Religions did agrec, and there might 

eatolerationof both; for the Church of Rome þ 
heſaid, wevid acknowledge tro be atrue Church. 
It was replyed vnro him, That the toleration | 
of two Religions would bee acertaine cauſe of 2 
com- 


| 


combuſtion inthe Church, and ſubuerſion of the 
the whole State : That wee did acknowledge in- 
deed,the Church of Rome to bee a Church, but 
a licke one. 

Hee demaunded of vs, Why wee did forſake 
our Mother being ficke * 

Weeanl\ That wee had not forſaken the 
Church,our old Mother, bur the Papacic,and the 
corruptions, and ſuperſtitions brought in of late 
into the Church. 

He replyed, that wee had madea Schiſame, and 
ſet vpa new Altar againſtthe old Alar. 

Weeanſwered , that our Altar was an old AL 
tar, conformable to that of the primitiueChurch; 
& that all Innouations were from amongſt them; 
And that heercin we were content to bee iudged, 
concerning thoſe offices which wee executeat the 
Altar, by the Writings of the Fathers, the firſt 
Gencrall Councels, and ancient Liturgies, vato 
which wedid conſtantly adhere. 

Hee ſaid , that the Kings Maieſtie,as it did ap- 
pry his Writings, was willing ro acknow- 

dge the Pope for the Patriarch of the Weſt, 

We anſwered,that his Maicſtic had written to 
that purpoſe in his Monitory Preface ; but that 
there his Maicſty,asir doth appeare, by conſulting 
the place, doeth onely ſpeake of theprioritic of 
Coils not of Power and luriſdition. 

V I11. Being asked(becauſe that people would 
bee apttotalke, and to make ſeucrall conſtrudti- 
ons of his Lordſhips departing from vs) Whether 
the Kings Maicſtie(who had giuca ſo many rteſti- 

Cz monies 
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monies to the world of his conſtancie in the pro- 
felsion and defence of the truth of that Religion 
eſtabliſhed in the Church of England) had cuer 
by word or writ giuen him the leaſt encourage- 
ment to goe on in this purpoſe,to hope to make a 
reconciliation of both Religions, (much leſle to 
obtaine a tolleration) And for that cauſe to enter- 
raineany motion from the Pope,or if he himſelfe 
had by any way-cuer ſaid any thing of this vnto 
his Maieſtie. 

He anſwered with a great aſſeueration, that nei- 
ther the King to him,nor he to the King had ever 
ſpoken or written one word to any ſuch purpoſe, 
nor that he had heard ony (ſyllable fall from the 
Kings Maleſtie that might giue him the leaſt 
ground of any ſuch hope, 

I X, Being asked how he could recelue the Com» 
munion here with vs, and at the ſame time enter- 
taine a purpole in his heart of returning to the 
Communion of the Church of Rome, 

He anſwered that hee thought both were mem» 
bers ofthe ſame Church vnder one head Chriſt, 
and that they did agrce in fundamentall points, 
that he for his part would retaine the gold and (il- 
uer of the foundation, and reietthe hay and ſtub. 
ble on both ſides built on the ſame, 

X. Being asked,what hay or ſtubble wee had 
built ypon the foundationgfor that the Church of 
Romehad done it, was euldent, 


He anſwered , that in his option there was in. 


both ſomething laudable 1 ſomething tollerabie, 
and ſomething intollerable,

Being asked what intollerable things he found 
in our Church, heinſtanced in the point of Free. 
will,that we abſolutely deny it inthe firſt conver. 
fion ; Andinthe Puricanicall opinions and Schiſ- 
maticall conccits of many amongſt vs. 

For the firſt it was replyed, that hee did nor 
ſeeme truely to vnderſtand the Tenet of our 
Church in that point, and was brought to yeeld 
thatas in the articles of our Religion , it was con- 
ceiucd it might paſle, and that hee did allowe of 
all of them, and of our booke of Common pray- 
er ; as for the other point of Puritans, he was to 
how they were and puniſhed by thoſe 
that are in authority; vato which he replyed that 
ſome of the Biſhops themlelues were over-ſtri 
Caluiniſts, 

X [, Being asked (becauſe we could not trou» 
ble him with many of their errors) what hee did 
thinke of the point of Tranſubſtantiation, if that 
ſtrange opinion werenot enough to keepe him 
from communicating with both, 

He anſwered, that notwithſtanding that, hee 
might communicate with both well enough, 

nd beeing vrged by the Biſhop of Durham, 
that he had heard him ſay to the Kinp,that he ne- 
ucr did,nor would belecue Tranſubſlantiation. 

He anſwered that he had ſo ſaid,and was 'l in 
theſameminde. But that it was an etrour onely 
in Philoſophy,not in Divinity, 

- {nd he ng asked, how he who ſeemed to be 
fo afraid of himfelfe being heere ( a4 now of late 
when the French Embaſladour Mounſieur Cades 
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14 
et came ouer, that he begged leave of the King 
rokeepe in all that eime)could bee ſecure of dan- 
ger if he ſhould goe to liveamong Ieſuires, cſpe- 
cially hauing ſo wounded the Church of Rome 
by his Bookes, and therein ſo much extolled the 
Church of England,except that he did think of a 
Palinedia,which we truſted, that hee would neucr 
be brought to doe. 

He anſwered with a great proteftaticn, taking 
off his Har, Before God and Chriſt Ielus my Re- 
deemer, I will alwaycs acknowledge from my 
Heait, and profeſle openly, that the Church of | 
England is a true and orthodoxall Church of 
Chriſt : And if Teucr thinke,or ſay otherwiſcof 2 
it, letall men report mee to bea very knauc; yea, g 
I will deale freely with the Pope, though I doc it 
with the hazard of my life, and commit the ſuc- 
ceſſe to God. 

X ITT, Beirgasked what hee meant by theſe 
wordes in the end of his Letters to his Maicſtic; n 
When my buſineſle ſhall be brought to an end, $ 

Hee anſwered, that his meaning onely was , If 4 
the Popes Brewe (which he expecteth) bee accor- 
dingly ſent vnto him,as iris promiſed. 

X 1 V. Being asked whether the Letter ſent vn- 
to the King, being a marter of ſo great impor- 

tance,were written with his ownehand. b. 
He anſwered, That the body of the Letter was 

written by his Amanuenſis;but the Superſcription | 

was his owne hand, 

X V. Being deſir:d,thatif heethonght good, | 

hee would bnplaine hunſclfe , whar hee _— by | 
thoſe 
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thoſe words in his Letter, Withour the leaſt di- 
minution of his Maieſties grace and fauour to me, 

He anſwered, That his requeſt was _ tO re» 
rainethe Kings Maieſties fauour, and good opini- 
on; But that he was fully reſolued before he went, 
ro religne vp all thoſe Ecclcliaſticall Dignities 
and Benefits hee had recciued, into his Maieſtics 
hands againe. 

X'V I. Being requeſted, if heethought 
for his Maicſties greater ſatisfation,to write with 
his owne hand a ſhort anfwere,for explanation of 
theſe thi _ DIE hes,

\ / Reuerend Lords, the Biſhops of Zowdoy, 

and D#rham,together with the Reucrend 
Deane of Wincheſfter,cameto me the Archbiſhop 
of Spalata, and did require of me in his Maieſtics 
name, that I ſhould open vntothem the true ſenſe 
and meaning of certaine Letters which I had 
lately written vnto his Maieſtie. Vato whoſe Pro. 
poſitions and Interrogatories, I gauetheſe An- 
ſweres following : to wit. 

I. Thedwers Meſſengers I writ of, were ſome 
of my Friends and Kinſmen,who writ Letters out 
of Italy vnto mce; which yet they did not write 
inthe Popes ownename direRly; but onely rela- 
red, that they knew my returne would be accepta. 
ble tothe Pope,andexhorted mce vntoit of their 
owne p_ accord,and ſignified withall, thar it 
I would aſſent ro them, that then they would take 
allcareto gothrough with the buſineſſe at Rome. 
Neuerthelefle, I refuſed their counſell plainly for 
a time, and inhibited them that they ſhould nor 
deale with mce any furtherabout my returne; yer 
I cid forbeare to acquaint his Maicſtic with their 
Letters, leſt I might ſtirre vp any icalouſies in his 


Pon the 21. of Ianuary, 1621. the Right 
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minde 2g a'nſt me : for ſince their letters did no- 
thing mooue me,I thought it not neeeful ro make 
any manifeſtation of them : there being no- 
thing in them which concerned the Kings inte- 
reſt any way. Bur that which moſt efpccially 
moouedme to concealethem,was the exare.ple of 
Aſcanius , who counterfeited letters from Cardi- 
nall Bargheſius , that hee might wring ſomething 
from his Maicſtie by that fraud: To the endtherc- 
fore that I might free my ſelte from ſuſpition of 
like deccite, Ithought beſt ro hold my peace and 
burne my friends letters, leaſtthey might bring 
me into any danger ; yet Ieuer kept that good 
meaning,that I would never enter into any ſeri- 
ous Treaty or reſolution about my returne,with- 
out his Maicſtics knowledge and leaue , for if I 
had cuer meant otherwiſe, I ſhould hauc made my 
—_— more priuy and ſpeedy. 

I. I was inuited againe of late in like manerby 
letters from my friends & kinsfolks, who fignified 
to methat they knew certainly that my zeale,and 
the defenſe which I vnderrooke for the Church 
of Rome,in fundamental points of Faith, were very 
acceptable ro the Pope; and that he would viemy 
aduiſe in framing ſuch a moderation of all matters 
of Religion, whereby there might follow an vni- 
uerſall vnion, They added morcouer , that the 
Popes Brexe ſhould bee ſent ouer for my tree re- 
turne ; and that without any blemiſh or reproach 
rome. Butbecauſe I gaucnocredit to theſe let- 
ters : therefore I burnt themalſo, expeRing the 


Popes Breve whereby I might ſhewe ſome reall 
N matter 
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matter to his Maieſtie, leaſt I might ſeeme ro goe 
about rodelude him ; and in the interim Ithoughe 
good to giue this litle fignification of the matter 
co his Maicſtie in generall onely. 

ITI. From the relationof the ſame friends of 
mine, I further ſaid,that the Pope did much affe&t 
the inward peace and tranquilitic of this King- 
dome : vnto which peace I ment that my aduiſes ” 
_ proue ſeruiccable, ifthe differences about | 
Religion might be compounded ; from which the 

cof the common wealth vſeth euer ro be di. 
ſturbed. This hopeI conceived of my felfe,out of 
my owne good intention of old; hauing never had 
eny ſpeech with his Maieſtic of theſethings, nor 
hauing euer heard any the leaſt word from his 
Maicſtic in this kind : but onely wiſhing that it 
might happen,by Gods grace, thatthe Pope may 
in many things leflen his wonted rigor , from 
whence there might procced vynion and concord 
of Religion in the Church, and vteter aboliſhment 
of all Schiſme, Of which defire of mine, I have 
often ſpoken with many men; but out of my own 
proper mindeonely, without cuer ſo much as 
mentioning the Kings Maieſtie, 

ITII., Wherel (ay, If this bufineſle cometo an 
end : I meane, If the Popes Brexe come, and 
have ſufficient cautions for me, 

V. Where I ſaide , that] hoped his Maicſtic 
would not diminiſh his fauour vnto me ; thus ſce- 
king to depart with his good leaue ; I mcancir,of 
the gracious propenfion of his Maicſtics good will 
towards me. Forotherwiſc, I purpoſe if I goe a- 

way 
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way to reſigne freely into his Maieſties hands all 

thoſe Eccleſiaſtiall revenues, which of his boun. 

he hath giuen me, together with all their Ti- 
es,as neuer fearing to come to want or need, 

Thus hauec I ſufficiently expounded the mea- 
ning of my letters, 

There was indeede further fricndly conference 
amongſt vs of diuers matters;as namely,about dit- 
ferences of Religion, abour Schiſme, about the 
Primacy, and obedience of the Pope, about refor- 
mation, about vnity of Faith, of the Church,&c. 
I touched briefcly what I held in theſe and 
ſuch like points, and fhall more fully explaine and 
profeſſe my minde about them , as there ſhall be 
occaſion.

T he Deane of Wincheſter his relation of his con- 
ference had with the LArehbifhop of Spa. 
lata, the 22. of Ianuary 1621, 
22+ 141; 1621. 

| | —_ my Lord Archbiſhop of Spalats had 
forgotten ( as it ſeemed) to ſet his hand and 
ſubſcription to his own anſwers;I was deſired by 
my Lords, the Biſhops of London and Durham to 
oc vnto him,and to thanke him in theirname for 
is faire and free manner of dealing, in ſetting 
downe his anſweres {0 ingeniouſly with his owne 
hand , which no doubt would give his Maicſtic 
better ſatisfaRion then any verball relation could 
doe : Andif I could hanſomely draw him vnto it, 
ro get his owne ſubſcription in like manner : and 
ſo I went accordingly , and found his Lordſhip 
well pleaſed that hee had giuen ſatisfation ; and 
the rather, becauſe he hoped that by vs,histruc in- 
rent and meaning ſhould bee ſufficiently cleared 
vatothe Kings Maieſtie. And finding his Lord- 
ſhipapr to enteitainc mee with ſome longer diſo 
courſe, I was bould to move ſome things vnto his 
Lordfhip vpon occafion of the ſpecches which 

pafſed the day before. 
I asked him how he could poſsibly thinke that 
| the 
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the toleration of two Religions could ſtand with 
the internall peace of this, or any other King- 
dome, 

' Hisanſwere was, That albcit ſome ſuch words 
had flipped from him the day before, yet indeed 
his carneſt defire and hope was, that by a mutuall 
yeclding on both (ides,both Religions might bee 
made one, as hee in the fundamentall poynts did 
verily take them to bee, 

I replyed that we had retained the foundation, 
the Doctrine of Chriſt and his Apoſtles, which 
we neither would,nor could ſweruc from. But he 
might doe well to bend his endeauours to mooue 
the Popeto giue way,that the Hay and Stubble 
the ſame might be remooued and burned, but not 
with a fantaſticall fire, ſuch as wasthat 1gnis fatu- 
»s of Purgatory, which they were too bold to 
build,cucn vpon that place of the Apoſtle,:.Cor.;, 
where hee warneth to ſticke to the foundation 
Teſus Chriſt, and to take heede what were built 
ypon the ſame, 

He anſwered, that for Purgatory i was indecd 
a foolith fancie; and confeſſed, that they of the 
Church of Rome had added many things, which 
it were farre better they were remooued, then re- 
taincd. And he hoped,that for the peace of Chri. 
ſtians,they would yeeld to remit ſomewhat : But 
ſaid withall, that wee muſt nor bce too tigid, in 
condemning of thoſe things which might hauc a 
good or tollerable conſtruction, 

[ replycd, that albeit ſome prudent and peace- 
able man amongſt them,might perhaps bee of his 
D ; Lord- 
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Lordſhips minde : yet what hope could hee haue 
that the prevalent FaQtion,and the Ieſuites eſpeci- 
ally ( who are now ſo powerfull) would cuer bee 
broughtto acknowledge the errours of the Pope 
andtheir Church, | 

Hee anſwered : If the Pope himſelte were in- 
clinable ro yeeld in ſome things for the publique 
peace, both leſuires and others would be brought 
ro conſent thereto, 

I replied , that it was to bee wiſhed rather then 
hoped for, as times now are, & mens diſpoſitions. 

I asked his Lordſhip, what hee meant by that 
diſtintion of his, That Tranſubſtantiation was 
an errour onely in Philoſophy, not in Diuinitie, 
and Idefired to bee betrer informed of his mea- 
ning in that poynt. 

Hee anſwered, That by the p_—_— of Theo- 
logie,we might hold,that by the Omnipotency of 
God,one body might bee in many places art once: 
Bur it was contrary to Philoſophy ſoto thiake, 
And though ir bee ſaid, Aes 1, 1. That it is ne- 
ceſſary that the heauens ſhould containe Chriſtes 
Body, varill the time that all chings bee reſtored ; 
yet he might by way of myracle, bee preſentalſo 
in many places at once on earth, 

I replycd, that it would bec a myracle to make 
mee vnderſtand, how theſe two aſſertions could 
ſtand rogether, 

So wee left ro treat any further of any matter 
of Controuerſte, becauſe I was not willing tobee 
troubleſome,but to haſten rather my returne from 
whence lcame. 
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Onely I asked how the pyrpoſe of his returne 
ſhould bee knowen in fn = (as hee ſcemed to 
ſay the day befere) and how itſhould come tobe 
divulged. 

Hee anſwered : That it was knowne, was moſt 
certaine; for that diuers of his acquaintance,both 
Iralians and Engliſh, had come vnto him,and que- 
ſtioned with him about itz And named his Apo- 
thecary, that hee had very latcly beene with him, 
and called vpon him for the payments of ſome 
moneyes hee did owe before hee did take his iour- 
ney : that he thought the report of it was ſpread 
by the VenetianEmbaſſadour, Albeit hee was of 
opinion, that it was alſo knowne to the Embaſlla- 
dour of Spaine, 

I asked,wherher his friends in Italy knew of it : 
and if they did, what was their opinion of it. 

Hee an{wered,that theſethree moneths paſt hce 
had receiued no Letters fromthem, yer that xc 
doubted nor, but they knew the whole matter, 
And that there was a great preferment for him of 
12000; Crownes, that is 3000. pound ſtarling 
per awnum : yet hee conceiued, they would not be 
torward to aduiſe him to returne, 

Then ſaid: Letmce, my Lord, as one that lo- 
ueth and honoureth you,perſwade you to be very 
well aduiſed,before you leaue this countrey , for 
out of Hell ( as Petrarche,] remember, in one of 
his Epiſtles calleth Rome)there's noredemprion, 

Hee anſwered, haue reſolucd withmy {elteto 
follow Gods appointment; andtheifore fo ſoone 
as I ſhall receive the Popes Brexe, I will fet for. 
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watd on my Tourney. 

I asked him, when hee did looke for that Brexe, 

He anſwered, within a weeke or two. 

Sol offering ro take my leaue, hee requeſted 
that hee _ haue his humble ſeruice preſented 
ro his Maieſtic, whoſe hands (he ſaid) hee hoped 
ro haue the honour to kiſſe before his ans Ma 
his Maicſtie were in neuer ſo remote a place from 
hencc,hee would repajre vato him, even though 
hee were inthe remoteſt place of Scotland. And 
hauing the paper in my hand of my Lords An- 
ſweres, I did onely caſt outa word, as it were by 
chance, that if it ſeemed good vnto his Lordſhip, 
hee would adde his ſubſcription alſo, Hee reply- 
ed, that it was written all with his owne hand, 

I faid,thatit was ſo;and that his ſubſcription nec- 
ded not, except it would pleaſe him for forme 
ſake; and ſo he willingly did ir. Andthen Itooke 
my leaue, wiſhing that God would dire him 
. the beſt way for his owne good, and the true oy 
peace of the Church, l 
This is the ſumme of all that paſſed at that 
time betwixt my Lord Archbiſhop of Sp«- 
lats, and mec. 


lohn Tonze. 


I having theſe three laſt mentioned Papers, q 
wayted on his Maieſtie at Newmarket, in the end p. 
of that weeke; where his Maicſtic gave mee leaue | 
toread them all oner vnto him , being ſomewhat ; 
troubled and difpleaſed, to ſeethe Archbiſhopſo | 
diſpoſcd,ſo contrary to his Maieſtics Mo” 
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and opinion of him, and diſmiſſed mee for 
that | can Sony would taketime to conſider 
what courſe ſhould bee conuenient for him to 
hold with the Arſhbiſhop. Bur for that the Arch- 
biſhopin his ſpeech with the Deane of Wincheſter, 
diſcouered his purpoſe of repayring to his Maie- 
ſtie : his Maieſtie commanded me to write ſpeedi. 
ly to the Deane of WincheFer, to take occalion to 
ſee him, and to diſſwade him from comming, for 
that his Maieſtie would not youchſafe to ſee him 
if he ſhould come. Vponthe receite of which let. 
ters, M.Deane of Winchefter rook occaſion to viſit 
him : at which viſitation this inſuing conference 

betwixt them, as M. Deane by his Letters 
ofthe laſt of January informed me, as followeth, 


Maſter Deane of Wincheſter bis Letters to 
me dated the 3 1. of Tanuary, 16:1, 


Right Reuerend Father in God, and my very 
coded ; your Lordſhips Letters, datedthe 
thirty of this monerthat ſixar night; came this day 
vnto my hands about two inthe afternoone ; the 
which ſo ſooneas I had peruſed, I went ſtraight yn- 
tothe Archbiſhop of Spalata,no way acquainting 
him that I had recciued any aduertiſcment from 
the Court, but onely making the end of my com- 
ming to ſee his Lordſhip; and the rather, becauſe 
I wast orcturne ſhortly ro the Court, He thanked 
me kindly, and asked mce where the King was? 
how longto ſtay 2 I told him at Newmarket; and 


there as I chought his _— was tO _— 
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allthis next moneth at the leaſt, Hee asked how 
many dayes iourney it was, and if the wayes were 
eood ? and ſome ſuch queſtions, which gaue me a 
fit occaſion to ſay vnto him, thartT percciued thar 
hee had ſome purpoſe vppon the receite of the 
Popes Brewe , ratherto make a journey thither to 
rake his leaue, then to deferre it till his Miieſties 
returne hither : Hee anſwered, that now the wea- 
therdid begin to bee very milde, and the dayes 
longer, and that in 7t«/y they made account Ce 
their Spring did alwayes begin about the middgeſt 

of Febraary : Itold him that in regard his goin 
out from vs was now ſo openly talked ( as indeed 
my Lord it is in all mens mouths) and divers con- 
ftrutions made thereof, by diuers: (But for the 
moſt part, that it was faid,that he went to negori- 
atewith the Pope: ) that I would altogether dif 
ſwade him (if he would be aduiſed by me) from 
taking a iourney tothe Kings Maicſtic, leaſt hee 
might ſceme,in ſo doing,to giue ſome ground to 
the idle malicious reports of many ; and ſo give 
his Maicſt:e juſt cauſe of offence; He preſently ap- 
prekended what ſaide, and aſſured me tht hee 
would forbcarein any caſe to goe rthither where 
his Maieſtic was, except he might bee firſt ſure of 
his Maicſtics good leaue; then he did beginto ſay 
that the ſpeech of going from hence was certain- 
ly diuulged by the Yenetian Embaſlador, and his 
followers. I asked him whether or no he went 
ſometimes to the Embr:ſlador , or had any mcſſa- 
ges from him , ſecing that now itſcemed that his 
returne thither was reſolued vypon, He anſwered, 
that

that he had not beene atany time, either with the 
Embaſlador of Fenice, or any other : but that be- 
fore his going hee purpoſed to goc and deale with 
all;he Embaſſadors : nzmirg the Embaſſ.. dors of 
Spaize, France, and enice : andi{o hoped by that 
meanes to procure a more ſure palſuge tor him- 
ſclfe through their Maiſters dominions. I asked 
whether fincc my laſt beirg with him hee had rc- 
cciucdany aduertiſements from /taly ; He anſwe- 
red,no. But that he did daily expe to hearefrom 
them, 

So finding him at good leiſure,T made bould to 
enter with him into ſome further diſcourſe, I told 
him how that I had fince my being with him read 
ouer his litle Treatiſe which he ioticlerh, Seogh del 
Chriſtiane naufragio ; wherein hee ſcemeth to mee 
to write ſo percmptorily , and in fo dire and 
harſh tearmes againſt the Pope, and the Doctrine 
of theChurch of Rame,thar none amongſt the Pro- 
teſtants had gane further then hee, nor ſticking to 
call the Pope a tyranicall Vſurper, and to put vp- 
on himthe name of Antichriſt ; and how that 
Church had peruerted the truth with many cr- 
rors: I inſtancee particularly in that he calls them, 
by reaſon of their inuocationof Saints,and adora- 
tion of Images, plaine Idolaters. 

Hee anſwered , that hee verily thought that in 
point of practiſe , the vulgat and meaner ſort of 
people amongſt them were moſt formall Ido- 
laters : (And fo I remember he tearmed themin a 
conference with me before) but that their dodriri 
might admit ſome better qualification. And that 
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when he was amongſtthem, hee did euer inſtru 
his owne pcople otherwiſe, and ſoro his know» 
ledge ſome ortherdid in like manner: Bur confeſ- 
ſed, when I vrged that all of them didatrributeas 
much,if not moreto the Bleſſed Virgin, then vnto 
Chriſt,that both Prieſt &People were blame-wor- 
thy in this point forthe moſtpart ; As for the vſur. 
pationof the Popeheeſaid, thar indeed his Great- 

. ncſſe was the greateſt rocke of offence, which hee 

wiſhed might be abated, 

I asked what plaiſter vpon his returne he could 
apply ro the wound hee had giuen ro the Church 
of Rome,by his deſerting of them once, and'wri- 
ring fo freely againſt them : he anſwered ſhortly, 
Incuer ſaide any ſuch thing. O bur,my Lord,faid 
I, your booke printed of that argument wilſre- 
maine for a witneſle againſt you. Hee replied, 
that Treatiſe had hardly come to many mens 
hands there ; becauſe all his bookes were fo ſtriQ- 
ly forbidden : I ſaide, that the Treatife which I 
mentioned, being bur a litle one, and no queſtion 
tranſlated into divers Languages , covld not bur 
be pervſcd by many. He acknowledped that it was 
in antvank' fs into diuers Languages: and hee 
rhought that it might bee that many had ſrenc it: 
Ber, that inthat heedid not write, affirming any 
thingin his own name, but in the name of the true 
Church, Ireplicd , thatit was farre more odious 
forthc Church of Reme and the Pope to beeaccu- 
fed of ſo many dangerous errours by. the true 
Church; thenif hec, orany particular man ſhould 
hauc bin the accuſer: & ſo that that plaiſter would 

not 
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any merpeees —_ n—_ But loath 
ro {tri er vponthar harſh-Rting , lrold him 
that no doubt Miſe and arave Chriſtians did 
hartily wiſh and pray for the vnity and peace of 
the Church,if they ofthe Church of Zame would 
be broughrto ſee and forſake their errours, that a 
true peace might bee made,and the truth withall 
preſerued fate; and that ſuch a happy peace could 
not be more pleaſing vnto any liuing, then ro the 
King our moſt gracious Maſter,thcbleſſed Peacee 


He replyed. That ſuch peace ofthe Clurch might 
be efleed , euen we alſo muſt condiſcend ee 
mit ſomething of our rigor. | 
anſwered, that the Kings Maieſtie all his life 
long had beene labouring to beate downe the fol- 
_ thoſe men , who whilſt they ſtrive to ſhun 
the faulrs of the one (ide, runne headlong into the 
contrary faults of the other fide : ſuch ascon- 
demnecuery thing in the Church of Rome. I ſaid 
that in his conference with my Lord of London, 
your Lordſhip, and me. He did acknowledge thar 
the reformation of the Church of England was 
wiſe and moderate : And (as one of 'the mcaneſt 
inſtrumeatsimploycd in his Maicſties ſeruice, 1 
told himhow that now of long time, his Maic- 
ſties endeauours had beene. bent, not without 
great coſt and care to reſtore the ancient Epiſco- 
t,decent rites,andface of aChurch 
in the Kingdome of Scotland, So 1 defited him as 
a well -wiſher to be well aduiſed before he left vs, 
and put himſcltc intothe _ of thole whom -- 
3 a 
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all app:raace he had made his enemies: 

He anſwered, thata Shippe heauy laden,would 
not be rurned about with cuery ſmall winde, that 
hee hoped to goe vpon good grounds when hce 
went. I replied vnto himrhart of the Poet, 7 xs. 
u/t,nauis, referent in mare tt, newt fiuctus: 0 quid 
a7is fortiter occupa porium. 

So affirming to rake my leaue of him, hee told 
me that he was thinkine of the forme of the reſig- 
nation of thoſe Ecclcfiaſticall dignities hee had 
here; and that he would bean humble Petitioner 
vnto his Maicſtic, that heemight nominate his 
Succeſſor in the Deancry of Windſor ; That this 
ſame day hc had beene talking with one, who was 
a very worthy man, and deſirous ro haue it : I wi- 
ſhed kim,that as in Law, the forme of his reſigna. 
tion muſt beabſolute and ſimple,ſo that he would 
leaueirto his Maieſties free diſpoſall, without 
commending of any totheplace: My good Lord, 
this is all ſo farre as I remember that paſſed be. 
twixt vs: And (01 reſt,

withthe Biſhops of Londowand Durham,and with 
the Deane of Wincheſter, there happened a fricnd-

ifferences of Religion,about Schiſme,abour rhe 
Primacy and obedience of the Pope,aboutRefor- 
mation, about the Vnity & Faith of the Church, 
and added that heedidthen touch in bricte what 
he did hold in theſe, and ſuch like points, and 
would be ready to explaine his mind more fully, 
and profeſſe his opinion of them, as occaſion

I. His Maicſtic now defireth(becauſe he would 
rather know his opinions of thelethings trom his 
owne mouth,than frog other mens rclations)that 
he would recall tro memory as ncere as he could, 
and repeate particularly, whatſocucr he did then 
ſay concerning thoſe points , and what hce yer 
concciueth of them, 

IT, His 
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IT. His Maieſtie defireth in the ſecond place, 
that the ſaid Reverend TI: would trucly 
and freely declare, what opinion hee had of the 
Church ot England before he came hither, 1»-—« 

ITI. Againe, whereas the ſaid Archbiſho 
ſczmeth to be of opinion that he might with ſafe 
conſcience holde communion both with the 
Church of England, and with the Church of 
Rome; and that both Religions, with all their ex- 
erciſcs, and all their religious offices, might ad- 
mit mutuall rolleration euen in this Kingdome of 
England}, butthar ſuch tolleration is iudged va- 
ſufferable rather our of politickereſpeRts of Stare, 
chen outof any duc ſcruple of conſcience - his 
Maieſtie would haue the faid Archbiſhop to de.

ſhip is now requiredto name what Biſhops he re- 
pureth ſuch, and in what points hee hath found 
them ſuch. 

X. Whereas the ſaid Renerend Lord ſaid tothe 
Deane of Wincheſter,that we ovght not to be too 
ſtritcenſurers of ſuch things that might beare a 
yooe , Or at leaſt a tollerable conſtruRion, the ſaid 

ordis deſired totell freely what particulars hce 
meanes, 

X I. Laſtly, ſince that his Maieſtie waslong a- 
gone aduertiſed by Gabalie, Lord Ambaſ.with his 
Maieſtic for the Duke of Seuey, that the Archbi- 
ſhop of Spalata had vndertaken to reconcile his 
Maicſtie vnto the Popes fauour , and the Church 
otRome, and that it was diuulged abroad, thar he 

- intended ſhortly to goe to. Rome for that 
purpoſe : And ſecing that his Maicſtic had like» 
wiſc received two letters lately out of the Low 


Countrics to the like efftet; namely , how the 
Arch- 
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Archbiſhop had vndertaken that buſineſſe ;the oc- 
cafion of which rumour his Maieſtic had once a 
rpoſe to haue enquired of the Archbiſhop vpon 
the twelfth day laſt (which was the laſt time that 
his Maieſtic ſaw him) but that his Maicſtie was 
hindered, yet not ſo much by the ſtreightneſle of 
rime, as by his ouer good conceit of the Archbi- 
ſhops honeſtic and integritie, which prevailed fo 
farre with his Maieſtie,thatir made him to repute 
all rheſe rnmours as meere tales, and to remaine 
confident, thatif any man ſhould haue enterpri- 
fed any ſuch deſigne with the Archbiſhop, hee 
would neuer haue concealed it from his Maieſty, 
but would haue acquainted him firſt with ir. 
Therefore his Maieſtie commandeth that his 
Lordſhip would tell rruely and freely what- 
ſocuer he hath cither doneor promiſed, or 
vndertaken, whereby occaſion were giuen 
to ſuch rumours. And if he did euer vnder- 
takeany ſuch thing, what reaſon he had ci. 
thertopromiſe, or to vndertake any ſuch 
matter.

* account of itto God, Imay giuerthe liketo the 
© Pope. Beſides, I doubt not ro obtains from the 
© Popea general pardon of allthings,which I hauc 
©either ſaid or done, in iniury to his Sea : which 
© pardon may fo oblirerate all, as that 1 ſhall 
© neuer bee called tro accountany more for any of 
*them. Bur ifeitherhee, or God , or my owne

"they mighr diſcerne, that they neither could,no; 
* ought, 1uſtly to depart from it, gorto fhimne the 
Com- 
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* Communion of ir. Ler all Proteſtants withall 
* ſee and know, that many of thoſe things which 
*they fo abhorre in the Church of Rome, 
© and from whence they take occafionto confirme

Whether I continue in the ſame opinion 
which I ſet down in two of my Bookes, which are 
entitled, Manifeſto,and Recks of Chriſtian Shipwrack» 
eſpecially, concerning fue ſpeciall propoſitions of 
my Marnifefte, and ſcaucnothers contained inthe 
Booke called , Reckes of Chriſtian Shipmracke: 
or whether I have departed in theſe things from 
my tormer expreſle opinion, or wherher 1 doe ac. 
knowledge theſe Bookes now, or reic them, 


To theſe Interrogatories,my anſweres are, as 


followeth.

I. To the firſt; how my returne vnto mine own 
Countrey ſhould concerne the honor of his Maic- 
ſtie, or of the Church of England : verily I 
can no way conceiue, It was an honour,indeedro 
his Majeſtic,and to the ſaid Church,to receive me 
being 4 ſtranger with friendly entertainment, But 
now that I am deſirous ro depart againe, fince 1 
ama free man, and no mans fugitive (laue : it may 


be an honour, but it can bee no ignominic for him 
thas

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that hath giuen courteous entertainmefit to me, to 
diſmiſle mee alſo honourably - fince that a ſtran- 
ger being called home into his owne Countrey, 
oeth not any way impeach the honour of that 
—_ _w entertaineth him, when —_ 
is leaue to depart with iſe of an 

thankefull Ky ns of hs a rs 
bounty. My returne to the Church of Rome may 
be conlidered ina double ſenſe: firſt, in reſpeR of 
thole exceſſes which Catholike men haue of lon 
time blamedin her, vnto which I doe not purpoſe 
to returne; and therefore inthat ſenſe I doe not re- 
turne vnto the Church of Rome : ſecondly , the 
Church of Rome may bee conſidered in her foun- 
dation, and in her eſſentials : and fo as I ſaid be- 
fore, Ihold the Church of England and of Rome 
to be not two diverſe , but one and the ſame Ca- 
tholike Church, if there bee no Schiſme. And in 
thatſenſe , Imake account that while I returneto 
the Church of Rome without Schiſme, I doe not 
depart from the Church of England in ſpirit. Not- 
with(tanding, if I doc erre in theſe points, I deſire 
to beinſtrufted,and am ready to be reformed. Al- 
though,ifI ſhould returne even like adogge to his 
vomit, yet Ifhould thereby doe no preiudice to 
the King,orto the Church ot England ; but to my 
{elfeonely. To that I faide, that tor nine moneths 
together I could haue gone away when | would, I 
have anſwered in my former anſweres : that 1 
neither gaue credit to their firſt Treatiſes with me 


© (becauſe I ſuſpected they dealt nor fincerely,) nor 


liſtened or afſented vnto them, but carried my ſelfe 
K _  mneerely 
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meerely paſſively in them, vntill at length T gave 
conſent : which I no ſooner gaue, but TI madeir 
knowne forthwith vnto his Maicſtie: So then I 
mighr ſately cnough haue conſented and depar. 
ted any day by the ſpace of nine moneths from the 
time of the firſt notice which was given me of the 
Popes inuitation, But yer I did refuſe of a long 
time to conſent, and abltained all chattime to ac- 
quaint his Maieſtic with this buſineſſc,our of feare 
lcaſt Iſhould giue him occaſion to ſuſpeRK mecof 
ſome traudulent ProieQs, as I ſaide in my for- 
mer anſwers. If 1 had conſented before now, I 
would alſo haue ſignified the buſtneſle vnto his 
Maicſty before this time. Bur to ſigaifie any ſuch 
thing vnto his Maieſtie before I had conſented, 
was a thing that could doe his Maicſtie no good, 
bur micts have done mee very much harme as I 
haue ſaid, 

2. To theſecond : if Iknew thatI ſhould 'any 
way coe, (I will not fay the leaſt erue wrong) but 
cuen the leaſt ſhadow of wrong to his Maicſtie, I 
would wiſh rather to looſe my life thanto bee in- 
iarious toſogreat and ſo good a Prince, In-the 
ſecond yeare after my comming hither,1 receiued 
trom his Maicſtic in Eccleftaſticall reuenucs, not 
much aboue foure hundred pounds of yeares re- 
uenue - yet ſome that were not well willers vnto 
me, told his Maieſtie that I had aboue a rhouſand 
pounds per annum, and this report grew currant 
amongft Courtiers , yet I choughr ir no lirtle 
ſhame ro me rv become a dayly and importunare 


ſuror, andthercby to be oblerued and noted for 
THY / an 
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an inſatiable man- Iknow it is a ſaying that well 
firs God and the King, Now amas & deſerts , yu 


leaue me becauſe you loue me nor: yet I take God 
tro witneſſe that I ncuer dealt, eyther with the 
Pope or with any other Prince about any promo- 
tion or prouiſion for me. There was an offer made 
to me of arich Churchin generall, but nor of ary 
one in particular : neither did I giue any care 
to that offer, 1 neuer proceeded to contract for a- 
ny, or tO receiueany cerraine notice of any. I ne- 
uer ſtood much vpon preferment , nor preſſed ir 
farre, Nay, during allthis Treaty and motion, 1 
did never trouble my minde with any temporall 
reſpeRs.I defired ſecurity onely above all things, 
that I might returne home to my friends freely, 
and ſafcly, and lcade my old age quictly amongſt 
them, after I had now niſhed, - let foorth my 
aduiſcsfor the publike good : and withall, that I 
might hold vp and ſertlemy houſe, which inmy 
owne countrey is a family of great ranke and ac« 
count amongſt noble families, and of great Ance- 
ſtry, and now islike to come to reine , almoſt by 
reaſon of my abſence eſpecially, And laſtly,that 
I may procure ſafctie ro my Nephewes,and Nce- 
ccs, children of my brother lately flaine by his e- 
nemies : who are lett without mother, and with- 
out gouernment, being now marriageable, I will 
adde one thing further, that I cannot buraccuſe 
my lelte of great ſtupidity, inthatT corceivenot 
how it can be any waycs iniutious tohis Maicſty, 
if a forreiner that is not his native Subic&, and 
hath not ſold his libgrtie out-right (although hee 
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were enen hired by his Maieſtic with a ſet Ripend 
for ſome ſeruice to be performed about him) be 
entiſ.d away from his ſcruice, eyther by loue of 
his countrey , or by proffers of cightfold better 
entertainement with his owne, or ſome other 
Prince, ſo be it he humbly crauc licenceto depart 
and goe nor to another Prince before he procure 
to be diſmiſſed with good leaue. In which caſe, 
that I may vſca fit example, ſhall an outlandiſh 
Phyfitianthat ſerueth his Maicſtie, be cenſured to 
doe an injury to his Maieſtie, if (at ſome other 
Princes inuitation of him with promiſe of a much 
ater ſtipend) he ſhall aske his Maieſties good 
caue to depart from him + what doe captaines 
euery day? Doerthey not goe from one Prince 
ro another,without infamy tothemſelues,or iniu. 
ry to others according as he may be preferred to 
higher ofticesand greater ſtipends. Wherefore 
am not any way guilty to my ſelfe of doing his 
Maieſtic wrong herein,the doing wherofT would 
vtterly abhorre. 

ITI. Tothethird ; If my doQtrine and propo- 
firions of either of thoſe my two Bookes, which 
arecalled my Manifeſto, and my Rockes of Chriſtian 
Shypwrack,do contain any thing, that is either im- 
probable,pernitious,orfcandalous to thisChurch, 
King,ot Kingdome: why then was the one admit- 
ted hereat beginning, and reprinted ,; and the 0- 
ther alſo allowed to bee ſet forth and publiſhed 
here? why were not both of them condemned, im- 
Pane, /opprctiey ? Bur arid if thoſe propoſitions, 
and thatdoqtrin were here commen _ 
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and thought fitto bee reteined : why then ls any 
new 8ccount thereof required of mee? I cannot 
coniecture whereunto this examination, ans re. 
inforcing me to a new confeſſion may rend ( ifI 
haue ſpoken euill,&c. 1#4.18.:3,) vnlefſe perhaps ir 
tend to that end, thatnow at my departure 1 may 
be brought into the Popes greater danger by this 
new confirmation of them, As touching theſe 
two books therefore which I made (bur vpon the 
bye) andthe twelue propoſitions excerpred out 
ofthem, and obiced to mel profeſſe thus much 
in generall , that I writ them both for the vic of 
common people,and after a popular manner, For 
otherwiſe haue handled the ſame doctrine inm 
great booke de Repwblica,doftrinally, thar is wit 
much more aduiſednes. And therefore my re- 
ſolution concerning ſuch points, is rather to bee 
gathered and taken ourof it, then out of theſe po- 
pular bookes that are full of Rhetoricall amplica- 
rions without ſound & well grounded arguments, 
In thoſe little bookes I reprehended ſuch abuſes, 
both ofthe Biſhop and Court of Rome, and of 
Preachers and Miniſters, and of the ruder (ort of 
vulgar people, and euen of the whole Popiſh 
Church in generall,as did then raigne, and were 
beſt knowneto me: but yer were not all confir. 
med by the profeſſion of the ſame Church, A- 
gaine, whether the ſame abuſes doc continue or 
no I know not. Therfore if ſo be that thoſe things 
which Idid then reprchend deleruedly , bre yet 
continued there, then I am of mindethat they 
ought 'all ro bee reprehended till. But be- 
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cauſc I doe not know whether they be continued, 
or rather becauſe I hope well that this prefenr 
Pope (as being 2 godly and religious man) hath 
ſ:r another forme and face vpon that Church and 
Court -: therefore I cannot withour folly and in- 
diſcretion, cithcr approoue thoſe things now, or 
reiet them, or aftirme any thing of them abſb- 
lutcly. But hypotherically I might affirme many 
things, were it not thatnothing can be eſtabliſhed 
out of an Hyporheticall propoſition : For cucn 
in this Kingdome matters of the Church, and of 
Religion were otherwiſe ordered bc fore Henry 

the cight, otherwiſe vnder him, otherwiſe vnder 

Edward the (1xt, otherwiſe vnder Quecne Mary, 

and otherwiſe at length vnder Queene Elizabeth, 

and this moſt prudent Prince, King James. So are 

all human things ſubie& ro murability: we cannot 

ſaile alwayes with the ſame wind:but a skiltfull Pi. 

lor direteth his courſe to the Port he defircth, by 

ſtearing his veſlcll, and fitting his (ailes accoiding 

to all winds.

| {| this morning to myLord of Spalatebythe 
Biſhop of D#rhams direction , to [ce if I could 
worke our of him a faire explaining of his mea- 
ning, of that which his Lordſhip and I in a Confe- 
rence with him ſome dayes before conceiued; that 
he meantto lay the Schilme at our doore: having 
in anan{were to his Maicſtics, 2#/it4,and attcr in 
a Conference with vs , ſaid: This Schiſne was 
wor nderſioed by mee plainely till within theſe 
few moneths, after many diſcuſſrons aboutit, And 
becauſe wee found him vnwilling to bee prefled

whom : ButI vrging him to expreſſe himſelte;hee 

told me,thar one ſaid in his hearing,that we might F 
better vnite with the Turke , then withthe Pope, 

A hRion as I verely thinke of his owne braine, 

When 1 vrged him with his imputing this ſchiſme 

to the Church of Rome in his Seogls, then hee re. 

ferred mee to his Magnum opus, his great worke. 

When TI told him that there he expreſſely conclu- 
deth of that Church, 1t is ewident that frei »4 
perfettly ſehiſmaticall : then he told me,thathe hath 
Ex profeſſo handled the point of Schiſme in his 
ſeauenth Booke which I never ſaw. There belike 
he eateth his word, and ſwalloweth his conſcience 
that he may throw vs into the gulphe of Schiſme.

He the ſaid Archbiſh: of Spalats,raking the 
Letter into his hand, and looking vpon it, ſaid, he 
indeed had (ent his ſaid Booketothe Patriarch of 
Alexandris,& allo wrote aletter when he ſent the 
Booke,bur could notnow remember the particu- 
lers of that his Letter : yet he acknow! that 
this Copic now ſhewed vnto him , was the hand- 
writing of him that was his 4m.aneenſis or Secreta- 
ry, when he wrote that letter,and ſent that Booke, 

Laſtly, the Lord Archbiſhop of Camterbary tel. 
ling him in Latin, that hee fled hither our of his 
Connyyper he pretended, for conſcience ſake,and 
proteſied thar he did it being moued thereunto by 
the Spirit of God : Bur that now he had changed 
his Religion againe as appeared by his purpoſe of 
returning to Rome. And ſecondly, that contrary 
ro the Lawes of this Realme, hce had held corre- 
ſpondency with the Pope , without the knows+ 
ledge or privity of thc Kings Maieſtic, and there- 
tore in theſe two things hee was exceedingly too 
blame ; His anſ{twerc vatothcſe was,that henever 
changed his Religion, becauſe hee did ſee that the 
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Church of England and that of Rome did agree in 
the fundamenrall points, ſoas there was no maine 
difference of ſubſtance ; and that hee didnort deale 
with the Pope by himſclfe ; but that ſome of his 
friends were the perſons, who at the firſt inter- 
medled for him without his priuity and conſent ; 
And hereupon the Archbiſhop of Canterbury re. 
plying vpon him , did read out of a paper certaine 
wordstaken out of his Aamfeſto,publiſhed by him 
before his comming into Fng/and, And amongſt

| themzthat he had called the Church of Rome, Ba- 

bylow ; and ſaid,that hee departed out of her, leaſt 
he ſhould be partaker of her plagues. To-which 
his anſwere was, that hee had made and publiſhed 
ſome Bookes which were properly written with 

Rhethoricall exornations and amplifications not 

well grounded z ard inthem theſe things might be 

comprehended : But hee had delivered his minde 

Dottrinally, & Dogmaticallyin his greater Books 

here publiſhed : and that he was conſtant in thoſe 
| things that werethere ſaid. And touching his re- 

turnevnto the Church of Rome, hee did ſuppoſe 

that the caſe was now otherwiſe,then it had | 

in the dayes of Paulus quintus,concerning the abu- 

ſes which he had inveighed againſt, becauſe he vn- 

dcrſtood that this Pope Gregorins decimus quintus 

waSa good man : and did reforme many things. 

To which the Lord Archbiſhop of Canterbury 

ſaid; Belike Babylon is now come ro be $zop, Vpon 

theend of all whichthe Lord Archbiſhop of Can- 

terbary did tell him ( the Lord Keeper confirming 


the ſame) that for his cuill carriage in thoſe things

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before named ; it was his Maieſties pleaſure, and 
{o in his name it was denounced vnto him , That 


whereas hee had beene a ſuitor vn!o hs Mais ſtie | 
for leaue to goe out of England : His Maieſhi .. 
wouldnot giue himlcave but commanded him . 


tharwithin twentic dayes next following , hee 
ſhould departthis Kingdom,and 31! heel Maice 
ſties dominions at his perill,and never torerurne a» 
eaine: whereto hee anſweredthat he would obey, 
and withal proteſted in thefaith of an honeſt man, 
that hee would cuer remaine a dutifull ſeruant © 
his Maieſtie , anda well-willer to the Church of '£ 
England ; of which(all his lifelong) he would cuer 
ſpeake W ell,and be ready alſo to ſcrue any of their 
Lordſhips that were then theie preſent : The Bi- 
ſhop of Durham then put him in mind, that he had 
proteſted , hee ener wonld defend and inſtifie the 
Church of England , for ay Orthodox Church in all 
Jundamentall points of Cir Hianiry and that he would 
maintaine the ſame, even in the preſence of the Vope,or 
whoſoeuer, although hee ſhould dee it with the hazard 
of his life, To which lice anſwered it wastrue hee 
had foſaid:and he would performe ir, for ({aid be) 
it 1s very Irihodoxtin all eſſential/points , and as for 
accidentall hee did not regard them, 
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Oyou haue the end of this his preſent Scene & 
Act , who pur forth himſclfe on the Stage wi h 
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great expeRation , and is gone off withreproach 
his moſt gracious Maieſty torbearing otherwiſe 
rochaſtiſe him,as he deſerued, Bur leauing that ro 
bee done to him,as it is to bee doubted it will be, 
by themto whom hee is returned, who as one of 
his friends well tor-wartned him, can better tell 
how to deſſ-mble Inturies, then pardon them;1nd 
who by a skilltull hand of theirs, fecling his pulſe 
to beat Aucrice ,and Ambition , haue bayred an 
hooke for him(pretio octwplicis flipendy)with a pro- 
miſe both of a Bu{/ fromthe Pope of free pardon 
ro returne withoutalldifgrace, orſomuch as any 
recounting of any 5. a: retofore done or ſaide 
by him againſtthe Pope, or the Church of Rome:
